In a heated discussion over Jonah and 
the whale, before the Episcopal dio- 
cesan convention Wednesday, the Rev. 
E. D. Johaston, rector of St. Philip's 
Chureh, declared that the statements of 
the Rev. A. A. V. Binnington, rector of 
the Church of the Ascension, were “‘un- 
true and wncalled for.” 

Adjournment for lunch cut off Rec? 
tor Johnston’s spéech, but he remarked 
as the gathering of 200 clergymen and 
laymen broke up that he would renew 
the attack after lunch, “tooth and toe- 
nail.’’ 

The issue, as stated a few minutes 
before by the Rev. Mr. Johnston was 
the possibility that some Old Testament 
stories, such as that of Jonah and the 
whale, might not be literally true, and 
that errors, due to human agencies, 
might have crept into the Old Testa- 
ment. 

“Mr. Binnington' believes the whale 
swallowed Jonah,’’ said Johnston, “‘while 
I believe there may havé beén some 
doubt about it.” 

«Replies to His Critic. 

Replying, Rector Binnington said: ‘I 
fee] called on to. defend the Old Testa- 
ment against the works of a priest of 
this diocese. He absolittely rejects the 
Old Testament, and holds that the 
church would be just as well off with- 
out it.” 

This statement was cheered, and it 
was the one which Johnson later said 
was untrue and uncalled for. 

The wording of a preamble, which it 
is proposed to prefix to the constitution 
ef the church in the United States, was 
the occasion of discussion. The pream- 
ble, as proposed, states that the ‘Old and 
New Testaments are the word of: God 
and the iaspired record of his revela- 
tions. 

Rector Johnston objected to:giving: 
the approval of the Missouri diocese to 
this statement, ard was upheld by sev- 
eral ministers, who seemed to be in the 
minority,: but who warmly applauded 
him. 


Resolutions giving the diocesan. stand- 
ing committee power to assess the 
parishes for a $10,000 missionary fund 
were passed after a spirited objection 
by the Rev. P. W. Fauntleroy. 

“To give a committee the right to 
make assessments on the parishes would 
be giving them tyrannical. power,” .he 
declared. “If the dernands made on the 
poorer parishes were unjust, there would 
be no appeal.”’ 


The Rev. James Wise, rector of Holy 
Cemmunion Church, replied: 

“Tl have not been. long in St. Louis, 
but I came from a diocese where we do 
not fear that our diocesan authorities’ 
will be tyrannical,” he said. He. gu 
ported the plan to leave the opportion- 
ment to the standing Committee on Mis- 
sions. 


Two hundred clergymen and lay dele- 
gates attended Wednesday’s session. At 
Tuesday’s session, Bishop Tuttle spoke 
against the plan for the appointment of 
a coadjutor bishop, in the present state 
of diocesan finances. 

He also opposed the plan for election 
of a presiding bishop of the church in 
the United States. The office of presid- 
ing bishop is now filled by seniority, and

Speaker at Electric Show De- 
 elares Consumers Should 
Be Told Facts. 





PUBLIC NOT A BOTHER 





Chicagoan Advises Corpora- 
tions to Quit Regarding 
Patrons as Nuisances. 





Failure té6 cultivate the good will of 
the people as alert merchants and man- 
ufacturers do, is to blame for.the feel- 
ing of hostility against public service 
corporations, according to the assertion 
of Arthur 8S. Huey of Chicago, at 
Wednesday morning's segsion of the Na- 
tional Electric Light Association at the 
Coliseum. 

This statement, and a later one by the 
speaker that he believes in State regu- 
lation of public utilities companies, 
aroused much discussion among the del- 
egates, many of whom declared their 
unalterable opposition to the Chicago 
man’s views. 

“An operating company has no busi- 
ness to skuix along and court privacy,”’ 
said Huey. “We have no right to ask 
the public to ‘let-us alone.’ Our busi- 
ness is the public’s business to a large 
extent, and the public’s business is our 
business in the same measure. 

“I am a) believer in plain speaking. 
A company can do far more good for 
itself if it aligns itself with its local 
commercial clubs, board of trade, and 
than it 
can by fraternizing with peanut poli- 
ticlans and wasting valuable time in at- 
tempting to manipulaté political ma- 
chinery. 

Public Not a Nutsance. 

“The time has come to quit regarding 
the public as a general nuisance, and 
instead, to treat all consumers with the 
confidence and respect common to or- 
dinary business transactions. \ 

“Public service corpaqrations should 
take an active part in the whole com- 
mercial structure of the municipality. 
They should be made attractive phy- 
si¢ally and admirable in point.of ef- 
ficiency, and should court the volun- 
tary declaration of every .citizen that 
‘our town has some of the, best public 


Huey said that he regfetted the ex- 
istence of any opposftion to the crea- 
tion of State commissions. empowered 
with authoMty to fegulate public sérv- 
ice companfes. 

‘Personally, I welcome this move- 
ment,”” he avowed, “because I see in 
it great opportunties for good to the 
public and the corporation alike. 

“So far, State utility commissions 
have proved mighty educating forces 
Composed usually of men more or less 
unfamiliar with practical utility opera- 
tion, it has béen necessary for the com- 
misisons to study conditions carefully 
in attempting to do justice. Not a single 
commission has failed to be impressed 
with the chief claims of operating com- 
paneis, and to base its decisions upon 
broad recognition of. many principles 
which the companies have tried in vain 
to make the public understand.’”’ 


Two Sides to Question. 

The speaker is of the opinion. he 
said, that the people ate beginning to 
realize there are two sides fo the 
public service question. 

“This is” due to the fact,” he de- 
clared, “that hundreds of opérating 
companies are now straining every 
nerve to do everything which can be 
expected of them. These efforts are 
meeting with public recognition, 
though complete appreciation is a 
plant of slow growth.’ 

In discussing Huey’s address, Dele- 
gate Lioyd of New York stated that 
smal! details of bad management in the 
offices of utility corporations sometimes 
irritate and estrange the people. 

“In one such office,” said he, “there 
was a fancy scroll grill in frent of the 
counter, through which consumers had 
to peer. They didn’t like ‘looking 
through the bars,’ as they called it, or 
waiting. in line. The egrili was torn 
down, and the company became more 
popular. 

“Another company employed youths at 
the contract department counter and 
there was much complaint of their inef- 
fiency. Mature men were substituted, 


iwith gratifying results. 


“Still another company employed 
abrupt cut-off notices until it found 
they were boomerangs. The public likes 
to feel it is being trusted, and resented 
the notices as impunging their credit.” 

Delegates Jones of New York rejoined 
tnat cut-off notices are necessary in his 
city, at least. 

“Nothing less than a threat to: dis- 
continue the service at once will bring 
about 6 per cent of the New York 
delinquents to terms,” asserted he.

With a huge chart to show the rela- 
tive importance of the various railroad 
‘“‘groups,’’ the Wisconsin Senator spoke 
in support of the Cummins amendment 
to the railroad bill, requiring the prior 
approval by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission of increases in railroad 
rates. 

“The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion is engaged in a mere child's play,” 
said he, adding that it was so hedged 
about that it could not effectively deal 
with the problem. 

“The rules of the Senate seem to be 
so formed as to prevent one from speak- 
ing the truth. The railroads have been 
having their way for 40 years. We have 
the sins of many congresses to atone 
for before we permit this bill to pass 
from our hands,’ ’ 

While the rats regulation provision of 
the President’s original bill was in the 
public interest, La Follette said the pro- 
vision had been so modified by Senators 
Aldrich and Elkins, wholly in the in- 
terest of. the railroads. 

Since Jan. I he said, the rates on wool 
from St. Louis and Duluth to New 
York had increased 17 and 18 per cent; 
on grain and grain products, domestic 
from St, Louis to New York 18 per cent 
and from Chicago to New York, 30 
per cent; fresh meats from Missouri 
River points to Chicago, 16 per cent;

Blanke Believes in Cheaper 
Rates as Inducement to 
Emigrant Manufacturers. 


President C. F. Blanke of the Mil- 
lion Club told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er _ Wednesday that he would indorse 
the plan to reduce the water rates 
if it could be shown that it would 
result in. more manufacturing indus- 
tries being induced to come here.

Once when she went to the Hewson 
home, she found the preacher ill, she 
declared. There were”™ several others 
in the room and he said to them that 
his hands hadn’t been washed all day. 

“T went to the kitchen and asked Mrs. 
Hewson to wash his hands,’ said Miss 
Slight, “and she wouldn’t do it.” 

“So I took some ‘water to his room 
and Richard Roll and I held him up 
while he washed his hands. None of 
us touched hjg face.” 


Fellow Pastor on Stand. 

Miss Slight’s former husband is serv- 
ing a sentence for bigamously marrying 
her and she obtained restoration of her 
maiden name when a divorce decree was 
granted to her. She is a stenographer. 

Before Miss Slight took the stand, 
the Rev. Dr. William M. Jones, of the 
Hyde Park Congregational Church told 
of unsuccessful efforts to reconcile Pas- 
tor Hewson and his wife. 8 

“Did Mrs. Hewson admit to the min- 
isters that she had said she would 
rather have a serpent coil around her 
than have her husband put his arm 
around her?” was one of the questions 
asked of Dr. Jonés. 

The minister replied that he did not 
remember her admitting such a 
phrase, but that Mrs. Hewson had 
said that in some moods she was not 
cordial toward her husband. 

Wife Advised Separation. 

‘She also admitted,” said Dr. Jones, 
“that she had told him they better 
separate, and that she had written to 
him consenting to the sale:of their 
furnitures’ 

Dr. Jones testified to the intro- 
duction of.g resolution to expel Pas- 
tor Hewson from membership in the 
St. Louis Association of Congrega- 
tional Ministers and Churches on the 
charge that he had separated from 
his wife on other than scriptural 
grounds. 

This matter, he said, was referred 
to the Membership Committee, of 
which he (Jones) was a member, and 
a conference was held with the Hew- 
sons by this committee. The result 
was a report stating that Hewson 
was not to blame. 

He recalled that the Rev. William 
Smith of Memorial Church had been 
the chief mover against Hewson, and 
was: asked whether he (Jones) was 
friendly with Pastor Smith. “Yes, in- 
deed,” he said, “I consider him worthy 
any man’s friendship and any pas- 
torate.” | ) 

Admits She Was Jealous. 

The ministers had advised Mrs. Hew- 
son to return to her husband, Dr. Jones 
said, but she had refused to do So. 
She had appeared before the ministers, 
Pr. Jones said, and had admitted mis- 
treating her child, Gertrude Earl, by 
beating her and making her stand in a 
cold hallway. Ghe also, he said, ad- 
mitted that the child had had convul- 
sions after a whipping. 

“The committee,” he said, “never 
heard any evidence to show that Hew- 
son went with other women than his 
wife. It heard only her statements, in 
which she named two women, one of 
them middle-aged and one very young, 
as objects of her jealousy.” 

The elder was one of the women, it 
appeared, whom she téstified she had 
found holding her‘husband’s hand and 
bathing his head. 

Dr. Jones was questioned about Mrs. 
Hewson’s admission as to having made 
her husband move at a social when he 
was seated beside a young woman. He 
did not remember this distinctly. 

‘He told of°a'‘conference at the home 
of the Rev. H: F. Swartz in Webster 
Groves, where an agreement of recon- 
ciliation was prepared which Hewson 
was ready to sign but which the wife 
refused to sign. 

Pastor Held Womens’ Hands. 

Emily Matthews, member of the 
church choir, testified Tuesday after- 
noon that it seemed to her Hewson held 
the hands of some of the women longer 
than was necessary in shaking hands 
with them. It was his custom, she said, 
to attend the choir rehearsals and 
shake hands with all the singers.

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Education Also Necessary 
for Man Who Would 
Reach High Position.

Unbounded opportunities for success 
are open now and will be increased ten- 
fold in the years to come for young men 


who take up the study and science of 
electricity, according to Samuel Insull 
of Chicago, righthand man of Thomas 
A. Edison, who is in St. Louis attend- 
ing the convention of the National Elec- 
tric Light Association. 

Forty years ago when Thomas A. Edi- 
son was making his first experiments, 
Insull came to him from England to 
accept a position as his secretary. In- 
sull was then a poor young man. Now 
he is many times a millionaire, one 
of the wealthjest men of Chicago. 
Among other things he is president of 
the Commonwealth Edison Co, of Chi- 
cago, a $75,000,000 corporation, and a 
director in a score of big companies. 

Limited by Capacity. 

“But, unbounded as the igen 8 anne 

e in one sense they are limit 
cording to the young man’s wren 
and love for work,” said Mr. Insull 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter. Song a 
young man who is willing to work 
basis of neither hours of the rn nor 
days of the week, would I say that the 
chances for success are greater in elec- 
tricity than in any other technical or 
mechanical business.. This is partly true 
because its development is so much 
more rapid than that of other busi- 
nesses. 

“For a young man to achieve success 
in the electrical world there are five 
prime requisites. First come brains; 
second is a technical education; thirdly, 
the young man must have a mechanical 
bent; fourthly, he must have untiring 
industry, and in the fifth place, he must 
have an ordinary opportunity. 

“The advice that Edison once gave 
a father for his son is as true today 
as it was many years ago when he 
gave it: ‘Never look at a clock.’ [If I 
were asked to tell a young man in a 
word what rule he must observe to ob- 
tain success in electricity, that is what 
I ‘would tell him, ‘Never look at .the 
clock.’ - 


Public a Hard Taskmaster, 

“The man who is in the electrical 
business is generally a direct servant 
of the public. The public is an ex- 
acting taskmaster. It must be served 
24 hours a day. 

“The centralizing of the service for 
transportation and industrial purposes 
is opening up new fields of great op- 
portunities every day. 

“When I said a technical education 
was necessary I did not mean a thor- 
ough college education is an absolute 
essential. There are technical schools 
within the reach of most persons or 
higher grades in the ordinary school 
where the foundation for this education 
may be had. But to those who have 
not had or cannot get even these ad- 
vantages, I can only say—burn the mid- 
night oil. Get the practical side in 
the shop, but spend the night hours 
at home studying the theories. There 
is no other way out of it.’” 

Insull has had the practical experi- 
erice of the hard work of which he 
speaks though he makes it a hobby 
never to talk about the hard work he 
has done. 

Edison’s Willingness to Work. 

“Tl’ve known Edison,” he said, “to 
make a thousand experiments in or- 
der to improve 20 per cent on ef- 
ficiency. And he did not work al- 
ways with financial success in mind. 

“When ‘he was working ‘on the 
phonograph he said, ‘Here’s some- 
thing, Sammy, that they’ never 
steal from me. It will not be worth 
any money to anyone.’ 

“Yet it’s been one of the greatest 
money-payers of all his inventions. 
I think that Edison labored harder 
over the incandescent light than he 
dig over anything élse.”

Story on Stand.

MAYS LANDING, N. J., May %.—All 
the evidence in the trial of William Sey- 
ler, who is accused of murdering Jane 
Adams by casting her into the sea from 
a pier in Atlantic City, has been heard 
and the case probably will go to the 
jury this afternoon. 

After a brief consultation with his at- 
torney, Seyler took the stand. His 
story, told in a composed manner, was 
partially as follows: 

“I am twenty-eight years old. I knew 
Jane Adams. I remember the night of 


| February 4 I had not been working 


that day. About 7 o’clock I went after 
some coal. The Adamses lived a short 
distance from me.and we frequently 
visited each other. Coming back with 
the coai, I passed the Adams house with 
Orvis Seyler and Tommy Adams: 

“When I reached the house, a child 
ran out and ‘said to Orvis: ‘Alice wants 
you.” Orvis stopped and I went directly 
home. I had an engagement with a man 
after 7 o’clock. Before I‘ went out I 
asked my wife for fifty cents, but she 
did not give it to me so I went to 
Young’s saloon and borrowed the money. 

Later, according to Seyler’s  testi- 
mony, he and his brother met the Ad- 
ams sisters and they all went to the 
pier. 

“The lights on the pier were not 
turned on,” he said. “Orvis, Jane and 
Alice walked ahead and I followed. We 
went out to the dark end of the plier. 
I said, ‘Come on, Orvis, let’s go in, it’s 
cold.’ I did mot have an overcoat. 

“Orvis asked me to stay with Jane 
while he walked around with her sis- 
ter Alice. After he left I said to Jane, 
‘Come on, let's go in.’ She said, ‘No,’ 

“When I left Jane I started in to- 
wards the hall. Jane called then three 
times for Alice in a natural way. I 
turned around to look back, but I could 
not see her, 80 I returned to the spot 
where I left her. She was not there.

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ATHLETES LEARN 
THEY ARE WORST 
OF ALL STUDENTS 


Faculty Committee of Mis- 
souri U. Has Figures ‘to 
Show It. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
COLUMBIA, Mo., May 25.—<Athletes, 


fraternities and all the male portion 
of the Missouri University student 
body recelyed a severe jolt recently 


when the Faculty Committee on Sta- 
tistics made its report. 

The students have been trotting 
along in the good old easy-going 
style for thes last: fifty years, ac- 
cepting for gospel truth the state- 
ments of the coaches; that the ath- 
letes were as good students as the 
average, accepting .also the state- 
ments of the fraternities that their 
members were good students and 
every man firmly believing that the 
males excelled in scholarship. 

But they reckoned without the 
Faculty Committee on Statistics, an 
institution, the exi&tence of. which 
most of them did not even know, but 
which has suddenly taken the lime- 
light and brought to bear a battery 
of hard, cold figures to disabuse 
these pet notions. 

The committee finds that athletes 
receive 5 per cent more grades of 
“inferior” and “failure” than. do aver- 
age students. Furthermore, the moat 
admired of athletes, the football men, 
are the worst students of all, except 
those naughty fraternity men. 

Fraternities next come in for a slam. 
While it is found that two or three 
fraternities have averages higher than 
tne general student percentage, most of 
them are lower and several are very 
much lower. 

The highest in the list is Kappa Alpha 
with Acacia, the Masonic fraternity, 
second, and Beta Theta Pi third. The 
Phi Psis are last with the Sigma Chis 
close. 

Women have a clear lead over the 
men when ft comes to grades. The men 
Say that the beauty ana charm of the 
M. U. co-eds accounts for them finding 
favor in the eyes of the professors, but 
the girls say not. Women received 
grades of “inferior or lower in only 17 
per cent of their work last semester, 
while the men received 22 per cent of 
low grades. This may have been in- 
fluenced by the fact that 150 men played 
football last semester and did not have 
much time for books.

Missouri As Dairy Country. 

THe Arcadia Valley Land Congress is 
being held under the auspices of the 
State Board of Immigration, of which 
John H. Curran of St. Louis is pres- 
ident. Following the address of Com- 
missioner Curran who opened the con- 
gress yesterday, Dr. William P. Cut- 
ler, State Dairy and Pure Food Com- 
missioner, delivered a talk in which he 
said that Missouri, if she would, could 
become twice as great a dairy country 
as Switzerland. 

Dr. Cutler asserted that the time 
is at hand when many will have to 
give up meat as a food and that big 
dairy industries will soon Sarive in 
Missourlt. 

“St. Louis and Kansas City,” said 
Dr. Cutler, ‘demand more milk than 
can be supplied. The Ozarks and the 
hills of the Arcadia Valley furnish 
opportunities to supply that demand. 
It remains only tor the people to 
turn Missouri into a double Switzer- 
land. The needs of 3,000,000 of the 
inhabitants of the State for dairy 
prodycts must be supplied.”

Louis and a talk on “Western Missouri 
Development” by Justin A. Runyan of 
Kansas City. Dean Walter Williams of 
Columbia University, Mrs. R. W. Gay

Dissension among the officers of the 
Continental Telephone and Telegraph 
Co. of Trenton, N. J., a holding corpor- 
ation for the independents, has resulted 
in application for a aga Ne being made 
by Max Koehler of St. Louls, one of its 
directors, and Alle M. Wolf ot 
Boston. 

The Continental Co. was organized last} 
November with a capital of $50,000,000, 
and an authorized bond issue of $25,000,- 
000 to take over all the independent lines 
between New York and the Missouri 
River. Its purpese was to compete with 
the Bell Telephone Co. in the East and 
Central West. 

The company acquired practically ‘all 
of the independent lines west of the Al- 
legheny Mountains, but its chain be- 
tween the East and Central West was 
broken by the sale of the independent 
lines in Ohio, Indiana and Michigan to 
J. P. Morgan & Co. for the Bell inter- 
ests. 

Application for a roceiver was made 
to. Federal Judge Rellstab of Trenton. 
He issued an order directing the com- 
pany to show cause next Tuesday why 
the receiver should not be appointed. 
He issued an injunction against the of- 
ficers of the company restraining. them 
from transferring any of its property 
while the receivership action is pending. 


Charges Are Made, 
According to press dispatches Koehler 


and Wolf charge that the company is a 
dummy corporation. Two of the Bast- 
erh officers of the company have prac- 
tically controlled its affairs, and the 
its management, according to the 
charges.

21,871, “An act to amend the national banking 
laws.” Sometimes called the Aldrich-Vreeland law 
of May 30, 1908. Section 1, paragraph 3, reads as 
fcllows: 

“The national currency association herein provid- 
ed for shall have and exercise any and all powers 
necessary to carry out the purposes of this section, 
namely, to render available under the direction and 
control of: the Secretary of the Treasury, as a 
basis for additional circulation, any securities, in- 
cluding commercial paper, held by a national bank- 
ing association.”’ 

If this is a “government of, by and for the people,” 
why are bankers permitted to enjoy this munificent 
privilege (under the protection of the law) that 
the other citizens of the nation can not enjoy?

He 
drives him out for objecting to da- 
cisions which he knows were wrong 
and is therefore angry with himself. 

Some expulsions are laughable. In 1908, 
Pat Dougherty, goaded to a state of 
frenzy by Hurst’s ball and strike decis- 
ions, turned upon the umpire and said, 
*You blank, blank, blankety blanked 
blank crook.’ 

*Do you think I am that sort of a 
crook, Patrick?’ asxed Hurst. 

“Yes, blank blank you, I do,” splut- 
tered the angry player. 

“Then, Patrick,” said Hurst in his 
softest voice, “If I were you I would 
not associate with such a person. Git 
on..off the field,’’ 

Muzzling players completely is There- 
ly placing a premium on weak umpires 
because the modern player does not 
kick against good umpires who have 
their confidence and respect. Some um- 
pires attempt to rule by bullying play- 
ers and misusing their power. The worst 
scenes in modern basebalj have re- 
sulted from the aggressiveness of the 
umpire. The good umpires, who have 
tact, usually admit to the angry play- 
ers that they might have been wrong, 
and in almost every case the player re- 
tires satisfied. 

Bush Umpire Has Hard Time. 
(> LEAN aggressiveness must remain 


a part of the game, for it is 

necessary to keep a team fight- 
ing for every point and the spectators 
demand it. Modern major league players 
outside the “bonehead”. class, under- 


stand the difficulties of the umpire’s: 


position and sympathize with him .as 
long as he appears to be trying. Minor 
league players will assure you that the 
umpires in their leagues do not get half 
what is coming to them, and in many 
leagues thé same process of suppressing 
rowdyism that the major leagues went 
through is going on. What some of the 
“bush league” umpires will decide really .

If paper money 
does spread disease, though but to an 
extremely small extent, this is reason 
sufficient to insist upon quick with- 
Grawal of dirty bills.’’
